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On page 8, 3rd paragraph Applicant's stated that there no motivation or suggestion to combine Embree with other references. 
However, this invention is directed to a device for setting values for processing of audio signals, including digital surround sound (See 
Col. 3, Lines 66-67 in Embree reference). Therefore, digital surround sound could be adjusted as one of the values for processing of the 
audio signals. 

On the same page, 1st paragraph Applicants admitts that Embree discloses that microprocessor performs configuration 
operations and executes the user interface (See Fig. 3, items 144, 146, 148-149, Col. 6, Lines 1-10 in Embree reference). Applicant's 
stated that Embree does not teach or suggest the computer is operabale to assign the different types of configuration to at least one of 
the fields of the screen. However, it well know in the art computers, that configuration of the user interface is at least one fields of the 
visual screen. 
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
